New Type of. Ship, Which it is Sald, 
Will Revolutionize Naval Wartare 


London, March 8.—A disclosure of 
supreme importance affecting the nav- 
al position of Great Britain is made in 
the Engineer, a technical paper of the 
highest reputation, which does not 
make statements without reliable aur} 
thority. 

This journal gives details of a for- 
midable and entirely new type of war- 
ship which is being constructed for) 
the German admiralty. The design} 
was first offered to the British gov-| 
ernment, but beyond a bare acknow-; 
ledgement, no furtheg action was 
taken, |

Montreal.—The people of Great 
Britain and Ireland are keenly alive 
to whatever goes on in Canada and| 
‘at home we desire that the bonds of 
affection between the Dominion and 
the Mother country should be ever 
closer and more cordial, said Rigat 
Honorable James ‘Bryce, british am- 
bassador at Washington, in his ad- 
dress at the Canadian Club luncheon} 
recently. 

Mr. Bryce referred to the splendid 
prosperity of the Domin‘on, to tne 
singular success of the fedeial system 
of government since its incep‘ion, and 
to the fact that North America had) 
enjoyed peace for nearly one hundred 
yearg. He also uttered a word of 
warning to Canada with regard to 
the problems that were facing her in 


connection with her national expan- 
sion. i 
1 have long felt, said Mr. Bryce, 


that the Canadian clubs are un‘que 
and excellent insiitutions. Unique 
because in no other coun:ry, so far as 
J am aware, are there similar organi- 
zations drawing unto themselves as 
these do, all that is best, expressing 
public spirit and realizing that there 
fe a great deal in life besides busi- 
nees and politics. In them only ‘two 
things are tpought of, the acquisition 
of knowledge and Canada as a whole. 

They are of special interest to me 
who know notuing about business and 
have forgotten all 1 ever knew about 
politics. It is forty-three years since 
I visited Montreal for the first time. 
It 4s a very different place to what 
it was in 1870. Then it was not full 
of vitality and movement as it is to 
day; business and population was 
comparatively slow and you had only 
just federation. There was no rail- 
way as far as Winnipeg, in fact I am 
not sure that Winnipeg existed at all. 
It ts not many years since you realiz- 
ed the possibilities of the district 
northwest of Winnipeg. 

When I first visited winnipeg there 
was no idea of the existence of the 
fertile clay belt between there and 
Hudson Bay, and no notion of the 
vast minera) wealth of northern On- 
tario or of the coal deposits of the 
Rocky Mountains. After this no one 
can set limits to the great possibili- 
ties of the country. 

Not less remarkable than your ma- 
terial progress has been the growth 
of your constitutional government, al- 
though in its early days tbere was 
not wanting people to show that Can- 
ada could never be a great nation. 
Your federa? system ha worked, on 
the whole, with wonderful success and 
little friction. It has worked per- 
haps better than anywhere else in 
the world; I think the only example; 
of equal success is tha! of Switzer- 
Jand. Oh 

You have had the great problem 
of two races, of peoples different in 
race and language whom the federal 
system has designed to unite, While 
the federation of districts so dissim- 
ilar as the province of British Colum- 
bia, the Pacific coast provinces and 
the Maritime provinces show that, as 
far as adaptation to local conditions is 
concerned, the federal system has 
been an unqualified success. And 
this success has been a tribute to the 
men who have been governed as well 
as those who framed the system. 


Ballooning Across Atlantic 

Berlin.—Joseph Brucker, the Ger- 
man-American aerohaut, who plans io 
cross the Atlantic in the balinon 
Suchard Jl, is in Berlin saying fare- 
well to friends prior to start'ng for 
the Canary Islands, where he aypects 
to begin his voyage between April 12 
and 14.

We have seen Abraham promised a 
seed as the dust of the earth or the 
sand of the sea and again as the stars 
of heaven, and we have seen the two 
combined (Gen. xfii, 16; xv. 5; xxii, 
17). Later we shall see the star 
promise given to Isaac and the dust 
promise to Jacob (xxvi, 4; xx. ili, 14), 
and some day when we see the elect 
church and the elect Israel completely 
eathered, the heavenly and the earth- 
ly seed of Abraham, the stars and 
the sand, we may wonder that we did 
not see it before. 

In our lesson chapter we see a 
wealthy father and his only son, who 
had been given back to him from the 
dead in a figure and to whom he had 
given all that he had (verses 35, 36). 
We see also a servant who had con- 
trol of all his master’s goods going 
forth to obtain a wife for this son 
and carrying with him samples of his 
master’s wealth (verses 10, 22, 53). 
The story of the servant's prayer, his 
childlike trust in God, the direct ans- 
wer to bis prayer and his refusal to 
eat til he had told his errand are all 
most fascinating and instructive and 
a grand commentary on the Golden 
Text. 

As we read of the only son to whom 
the father gave all that he had we 
cannot but recal) these words: All 
things are delivered unto Me of My 
Father. The Father loveth the Son 
and hath given all things into His 
hand (Mat. xi, 27; John iii, 35). Then 
as to the Holy Spirit, whose special 
work in this age is to obtain a bride 
for Christ and who is suggested by 
Abraham's servant and his commis- 
sion, we cannot but think of these 
words concerning Him: He shall test- 
tty of me. He vhall receive of mine 
and shall shew it unto you (John xv, 
26; xvi, 14) ‘The Holy Spirit teils in 
His word of the wealth and the love 
of the Son of God, and the only jues- 
tion for the sinner is: Wilt thou go 
with this man? (Verse 58). 

When the reply is, as Rebekah’s 
was, 1 will go, then the matter of our 
redemption is settled, and we start 
on our way to meet our Isaac, having 
received from the Spirit evidences of 
His love und His riches of grace, such 
as are set forth in Eph. 1, 3, 6, 7, 18, 
14; Rom. iit, 24; v. 1; vill, 1; 1 
John iii, 1, 2, ete. We must stant 
at once as the servant did with Re- 
bekah, and not tarry in the old sur- 
roundings, for we are now His pur- 
chased property and we are to serve 
the living and true God ani to wa't 
for His Son from Heaven, whom He 
raised from the dead, even Jesus, who 
delivered us from the wrath to come 
(1 Thess. i, 9, 10). There is no re- 
cord ef the journey beyond the fact 
that Rebekah and her damsels rode 
upon the camels and followed the 
wan as he took them and went his 
way. 

It must have been a long journey, 
commonplhiece and weary, and they 
knew not the way, but the man knew 
the way, and they had only to follow 
him. The only true life of the be- 
liever is to yield to the Holy Spirits 
contro) and guidance and let Him have 
His own way with us in everything. 
We cannot but believe that the ser- 
vant would have much to teil of 
Isaac and his wealth and that he had 
little if aught else to talk about, and 
we can scareely think that she would 
grow weary of hearing about him to 
whom she hod already given herself

Pure Seed 


Calgary, March 17.—This is the sea- 
gon when farmers are securing their seed 
supply for the coming spring. The im- 
portance of using seed of high vitality 
and free from weed seeds cannot be too 
strongly emphasized. Very often in the 
past farmers, through ignorance of the 
quality of the seed they were using or 
for some other reason, have sown weed 
seeds. : 

During the past few years the domin- 
ion seed branch has been endeavoring to 
effect improvement in the seed trade ly 
educational work with farmers and seed 
dealers, supplemented by the enforce- 
ment of the Seed Control Act This act 
defines the commercial grades of seeds. 
All timothy, red clover, alsike and 
alfulfa seed offered for sale by either 
wholesaler or retail ‘merchant must be 
graded and marked Extra No. 1, No. 1, 
No 2 or No. 3, according to quality. 
Seed that will not grade No. 3 cannot 
legally be sold cxcept for export or for 
cleaning. This latter clause applies to 
farmers as well as seed dealers. Farmers 
selling seed that is below grade No. 3 to 
their neighbors, for seeding or to dealers 
on the understanding that it is to be re- 
tailed for seeding without recleaning, 
are liable to prosecution, and every 
effort will be made to apply the act to 
farmers as etrictly as to seed merchants. 

Paper packets of vegetable and flower 
seed must be marked, showing the year 
in which they are filled, and farmers 
and others purchasing such seed should 
seo that all packets are marked before 
purchasing. 

Seed grain, clover and grass eced, as 
well as root and vegetable seeds, whether 
in sealed packets or in bulk, must be 


capable of germinating in the proportion | ' 


of at least two-thirds of the legal stand- 
ard for good weed of the kind. Seed that 
will not germinate in this proportion 
must be plainly marked showing the 
actual percentage of seeds capable of 
germinating.

The above are 
the outstanding features of the Seed 
Control Act of Canada, and, if persons 
purchasing seed insist on the obvervance 
af the above rules, they will not only 
obtain a seed of euperior quality but will 
do much to ward off an infestation of 
their farms by noxious weeds.
